One  of  the  nefarious  schemes  whereby  he  enriched 
himself  was  to  make  large  levies  of  grain  upon  the  inha- 
bitants, under  pretence  that  it  was  required  for  the  ser- 
vice of  the  King,  paying  whatever  price  he  liked.  This 
was  shipped  to  France  by  his  agents,  to  be  repurchased 
from  his  associates  for  the  purpose  of  being  reshipped  to 
Canada  and  sold  at  exorbitant  prices  to  the  very  people

equally  cunning  and  successful.  Meanwhile,  the  luxury 
and  gambling  at  the  Intendant's  palace  gradually  de- 
bauched the  army  a>iii  contaminated  the  people.  Yet  such 
was  the  native  .jyalty  of  tht  r:anadians  that,  though  they 
had  been  reduc  i  to  an  inde  i.ribable  condition  of  misery 
and  starvation,  load)n<r  a.most  the  lives  of  serfs,  they 
steadfastly  refused  every  bribe  offered  to  them  by  the 
enemies  of  their  country  during  the  siege  of  Quebec. 

With  the  fall  of  the  cty  into  the  hands  of  the  English, 
Quebec  passed  into  the  second  stage  of  her  history,' 
when  she  had  to  learn  the  lesson  of  assimilating  two 
races  of  naturally  antagonistic  creeds  and  ideals.  This
